Biting insects consume the develop­ 
ing plant, and are controlled by tile 
use of a stomach poison, 
the best 
known and safest of which is arsenate 
of lead. 
Arsenate of lead is now 
found on the market in a powdered 
form and should be used at the rate 
of one heaping teaspoonful to each 
gallon of water and applied to the 
[plant in a form of a fine spray. 
Or 
the arsenate of lead may be used as a 
dust, in which case it is usually mixed 
at the rate of one pound of arsenic 
with five pounds of hydrated lime.

In spraying with contact-kill­ 
ing sprays the application must be 
quite thorough, since only such insects 
as are hit by the spray will be killed. 
"Chief among the sucking insects 
are aphids or plant lice. 
These are 
small green or dark colored insects, 
usually found on the 
underside 
of 
leaves, and their presence may not be 
noted until they have caused consid­ 
erable harm. 
Their rate of multipli­ 
cation is very rapid, and in control­ 
ling them one must kill out the very 
last individual if the control is to be a 
success. 
To do this it is always 
necessary to repeat the nicotine spray 
about three days after the first appli­ 
cation. 
"There are many leaf feeders found 
about the garden, and if the first ap­ 
plication of poison spray ia made quite 
thorough the plants will be protected 
for the next two or three weeks, de­ 
pending upon the rate of growth of 
the plants."

Watery Eyed Chicks— Little chicks 
often develop watery eyes aqd swol­ 
len heads.
